ENGINEERS HOPE TO HAVE FEDS’ APPROVAL IN THREE MONTHS 


Elba moves closer to $2 million sewer upgrade 


By Ferrin Cox, Publisher 


The Elba City Council moved a 
step closer to a two million dollar 
sewer system upgrade Monday eve- 
ning when they authorized Peters 
and Mitchell Engineering to proceed 
with a plan began over a year ago to 
rehabilitate and expand the failing 
sewer collection system. 

The firm will file a request with 
Farmer’s Home for a loan and grant 
combination to fund the estimated 
$2,157,474.00 cost of the work. 

Engineers addressing the council 
Monday night with details of the 
proposal were Charles Mitchell and 
Bobby Lee. 

The project plans at present in- 
cludes rehab work on Cordelia 
Street, Brunson Circle and the larg- 
est - Brookdale. The sewer lines in 
the Brookdale area cause a majority 
of the problems with the system, as 
sewage flows in from other areas 
and damages to the system cause 
major overflows and pump failure. 

Extension of new lines to addi- 
tional customers will occur on Tay- 
lor Mill Road, Highway 189, High- 
way 84 East and Highway 125. New 
customers to be served are estimated 
by engineers at 88. 

A much smaller sewer project 
grant has been approved under the 
Community Development Block 
Grant program (CDBG) and work 
should begin on it within a few 
months. 


_ Other Sane a need exten- 
sions or upgrading are expected to 
qualify onder CDBG for future 
grants of up to 80% grant funds. 
Therefore they were not included in 
the multi-million dollar project, 
which will receive 35% grant mo- 
nies at best. One specific area which 
engineers are sure would qualify for 
the CDBG grant program is the Old 
Curtis Road area. In that area from 
Kleinerts to the city limits there are 
no city sewage lines, due to the ex- 
pense of installing pumping stations 


to get over the hills. 

The long range plans of city of- 
ficials is to insure that all residents 
within the city limits have access to 
the municipal sewer collection sys- 
tem. 
Lee told council members that up 
to 60% of the cost of the rehab por- 
tion of the project is the cost of street 
replacement. He gave as an example 
the Brookdale work which will cost 
a total of $737,240.00 and $437,040 
of that total is for street replacement. 
On some of the new extension work 


there is no street repair anticipated, 

The Cordelia Street sewer lines 
are major collection lines for a large 
part of the town and Lee noted that 
sand build-up in the lines was caus- 
ing problems with pumps and the la- 
goons,

Commission opens bids & approves plat

The Coffee Commission met 
Monday with Commissioner Bill 
,Faulk presiding. Two commission 


*members, Chairman Robert Ste- both 


pos and Commissioner Randy 
unsford, were out of town. 

Commissioners worked their way 
through a small agenda in just over 
an hour and a half - including a brief 
recess. 

Bids for supplying steel pilings 
and fuel to the county highway de- 
partment were opened and awarded. 

Receiving the bid for pilings was 
J. D, Fields and Company Inc. of 
Metairie, LA. Their bid for 1,000 
feet was $9,350.00. The only other 
bid submitted was from Skyline 
Steel Corporation of Cropwell, AL 
and it was only $30 higher than the 
low bid. 

There were only two bidders on 
supplying the county with gasoline 
and diesel fuel - Grimes Oil of Eiba 
and Heath Oil of Enterprise. 

Grimes was low bidder at .0042¢ 
below the state bid on both gasoline 
and diesel fuel. 

Turning to a matter tabled at the 
last commission meeting, acting 
chairman Bill Faulk asked Coun 
Engineer Randy Tindell if the defi- 
ciencies in the preliminary plat sub- 
mitted by Mary Helen Lannan had 
been corrected. 

Tindell replied that they had and 
he recommended the approval of the 
“preliminary plat” on Lake Nichols 

tates submitted by Lannan, The 
proposed subdivision will be located 
Just off Co, Rd, 651. 

County Attorney Kenneth Fuller 
commented that “all the technical re- 
quirements had been met.” The com- 
mission voted unanimously to ap- 
prove Lannan’s request. 

Dell Ellis appeared before the 
commission to discuss county roads, 
After rambling for several minutes, 
Mr. Ellis asked the commissioners if 
they intended to maintain Co, Rd. 
668 - a dirt road - as an 80 foot right- 
of-way. 

There seemed to be some ques 
tion as to whether or not deeds had 
been obtained on all the road’s right- 
of-way. The engineer was instructed 
to check on the matter and report 
back to the commission, 

During the general business ses- 
sion, Engineer Tindell had some 
good news for the commission as 
well as Elba and Kinston, 

He had a letter which informed 
him that State Representative Gar- 
reth Moore had been successful in 
obtaining an additional $200,000.00 
to be used in road and bridge work, 

The money had been allocated by 
Gov, Fob James and will be used to 
fund a bridge in Elba and for paving 
streets in Kinston, 

Tindell stated that $129,200.00 
will be used to construct a bridge on 
the connector road between the Elba 
oy School Complex and the Taylor

will handle the design 
bridge pro- 


The remaining $70,800.00 will be 
used in a street re-surfacing project 
in Kinston. 

The state highway department 
will oversee the bidding process on 
‘projects. 

Tindell gave commissioners an 
up-date on on-going projects within 
the county. They are as follows: 

¢ The contract on the re-surfacing 
of Co. Rd. 364 (Taylor Mill Road) 
and Co. Rd. 617 has been awarded 
to Couch Construction and work 
should begin in two to three weeks. 

¢ Culvert replacement on Co. Rd. 
156 should begin within three to four 
weeks, . 

e The re-surfacing of Co. Rds. 
228 and 470 should start in mid- 
May. 

« The repair of the damage caused 
by a slide on Co. Rd. 248 is set to 
begin in mid-July. 

° The paving of Co, Rds. 455 and 
467 is proceeding. It has been de- 
layed due to the weather. 

County Administrator Wilson 
Mobley asked that the commission 
review the county’s leave policy. He 
told commissioners that in 1995, 
Congress passed the Family Leave 
Bill allowing employees additional 
leave time. 


The Bill allows an employee to 
be out of work for an additional 12 
weeks (without compensation) due 
to illness after using up their ac- 
quired sick-leave time. 

Mobley’s question.to the commis- 
sion was “How long do we hold an 
individual’s job after the 12 weeks 
additional time has been used - six 
months, a year or what? We need to 
establish a policy on this matter.” 

Turning to another matter, Mo- 
bley informed that the architectural 
firm handling the window replace- 
ment in the Elba Courthouse was 
ready to bid the project. 

The commissioners approved 
sending out bids on the windows to 
be opened on March 21st. The archi- 
tects will handle the whole matter. 

Prior to adjourning, Commission- 
er Bernest Brooks recommended that 
the commission recognize Charles 
Cole, principal of New Brockton 
Elementary School and long-time 
coach, for his recent induction into 
the Wiregrass Sports Hall of Fame. 

A resolution will be presented to 
Cole at the next meeting of the com-

There is a bill in the Alabama legislature this year designed to protect 
private property owners hurt by new government regulations, Report- 
edly 49 states have passed or are considering similar laws. On the sur- 
face we endorse this idea completely. Then the scary part comes into 
the picture. Like so many well meaning laws and regulations, they can 
get misused so easily. Just think of all the lawsuits possible every time 
a new law is passed “because it MIGHT cause my property to drop in 
value IF I tried to sell it.” Case in point is the well meaning regulation 
to give a monthly check to parents of troubled children. This was de- 
signed to help financially strapped families deal with a unique problem 
but has developed into a booming business. There are doctors who will 
certify anything for that almighty dollar and parents who will subject 
their children to any sort of degrading for that monthly government 
“crazy check,” There are now reports of huge percentages of children 
in certain areas whose parents are getting this monthly check from the 
government. American taxpayers don't need any more such burdens 
and Alabama legislators need to look at all the loopholes in this partic- 
ular piece of legislation. 


Another bill in the legislature is being tooted as “protecting the electric 
consumer,” It is known as House Bill #350 and in the Senate as #306. 
They read the same. Actually, it is being pushed by several utilities 
alarmed at the possibility that utility deregulation at the federal level 
will allow large companies to buy electric power from a cheaper 
source, They are arguing this will cause you and me to pay even higher 
rates. Again, this looks good on the surface, but is it really an effort in 
preserving self interest, rather than defending us poor defenseless “lit- 
tle folks.” A group we never heard of before, Electric Consumers’ Alli- 
ance, is supporting this measure in Alabama They claim to have been ° 
active in a similar situation in California. That in itself is enough to 
raise the caution flag ... California is well known for thinking a bid 
different from the rest of society. 


Again, we respond to many who want to know when city politicking 
begins. Alabama law required the mayor to call the election by July 
2nd. Qualifying for office begins after that. The election is held on Au- 
gust 27th and any necessary run-off election is set (by law) for Septem- 
ber 17th. 


The business future in Elba continues to be upbeat. Worth Tent Supply 
is almost ready to announce a new plant they are moving to Elba. City 
council members were told Monday night that the deal has been closed 
verbally, and the official signing is expected soon. We like the whole 
concept behind this project and salute the principals for their thinking 
and planning. There are two or three more semi-confidential projects 
getting closer to reality. We say semi-confidential, ‘cause we know 
about them and if two folks know a secret, it ain’t secret any more. 
Right now we are like an excited child at Christmas time. 


The victims for the Highway 84 wreck last week, which injured five 
and killed one, have begun getting out of the hospital, even though 
they have a lot of healing yet to do. The one big exception is 18 month 
old Joseph Johnson who was transferred to an Atlanta hospital and un- 
derwent bone graft surgery Monday to hopefully repair a neck injury. 
Family members said Tuesday that doctors give some hope that the 
surgery will relieve the paralyses he is experiencing from the waist 
down. His parents, Charles and Melissa Johnson, have been released 
from the hospital, but need extensive assistance and must return régu- 
larly to Dothan for extended medical treatments.

Ending Welfare

Few argue that the programs 
established to fight the war on 
poverty have worked. Welfare, 
“as we know it” has been a grand 
failure, eo for women and 
children. Welfare programs that 
were intended to strengthen the 
family and promote work have 
been miserably ineffective, if not 
downright counterproductive, 

The prognosis for poor fam- 
ilies today is not good. An in- 
creasingly number of poor chil- 
dren are raised without a father in 
the home. Despite hundreds of 
millions of dollars spent on im- 
munization programs and _pre- 
natal care, a number of poor chil- 
dren still suffer from preventable 
diseases and the infant mortality 
rate for the poor remains higher 
than the national average. The 
poor today are at greater risk for 
AIDS and other sexually trans- 
mitted diseases, And, the progno- 
sis for crime, substance abuse, 
and death, especially among 
boys, is at an all-time high. 

These cultural indicators of 
decline are bleak, in spite of the 
fact that federal, state and local 
governments have spent a com- 
bined total of $5.4 trillion since 
1965 on poverty programs de- 
signed to help the poor lead bet- 
ter lives. To put such a number in 
perspective, for $5.4 trillion you 
could go out today and purchase 
every factory, all the man-

facturing equipment, and every 
office building in the United 
States. With the leftover funds, 
you could go on to purchase eve- 
ry airline, every railroad, every 
trucking firm, the entire com-

society. A civil society rests upon 
the ability of its people to make 
choices and decisions that better 
themselves, while at the same 
time restraining the excesses that 
infringe upon the liberty of oth- 
ers. In large part, government 
welfare has displaced _ self- 
government and self-reliance, 
and in its place promoted de- 
pendency and irresponsibility. 

In other words, the prolific 
spending intended to alleviate 
material poverty has led to a dra- 
matic increase in another form of 

verty; behavioral athe & Be- 

avioral poverty is the break 
down in values and conduct 
(self-government) that leads to 
the formation of healthy families 
and self-sufficiency, Illegitimacy, 
loss of work ethic, substance 
abuse, crime, and lack of educa- 
tional achievement and aspiration 
are all indicative of behavioral 
poverty. Behavioral poverty, 
more than material poverty, 
keeps people from realizing their 
dreams and a better tomorrow. 

The only way to end “welfare 
as we know it” is to open our 
eyes to behavior, We must see 
actions as they really are: either 
productive or destructive, re- 
sponsible or irresponsible. We 
must understand that the current 
distribution of dollars and multi- 
plicity of government “pro- 
grams” do little to change be- 
havior. And, most of all, we must

stop viewing illegitimacy as a re- 
grettable, but nevertheless in- 
escapable part of modem life, 

The current disincentives to 
work and family formation 
should be replaced with a social 
contract which emphasizes re- 
sponsibility and encourages in- 
tact, two-parent families. Able- 
bodied welfare recipients should 
not only be required to work, they 
should also be held accountable 
for their actions, even so far as 
denying benefits to those who do 
not act responsibly. 

Restoring pride in self- 
sufficiency and responsible be- 
havior should be a concern for 
everyone -- for policy makers, for 
parents, for teachers, for preach- 
ers, for businessmen. Alabama 
needs the talents, abilities, and in- 
telligence of all of its citizens, 
When whole segments of society 
are trapped in a dependency cycle 
that discourages them from reach- 
ing their maximum potential, The 
quality of life for all Alabamians 
is diminished, the only way to 
break the cycle of welfare de- 
pendency and maintain a civil so- 
ciety is for Alabama to restore the 
traditions of family and self- 
government for all people.
